I nvestigative journalist Jeff Benedict not only unveils a compelling 
portrait of the man behind America’s most notorious case of his¬ 
torical suppression but also gives a fascinating look inside the world 
of forensic science as seen through the eyes of a leading specialist, 
the Smithsonian’s Doug Owsley. A curator for the Smithsonian’s 
Museum of Natural History, Owsley has handled over 10,000 skeletons. 
And that included the infamous Kennewick Man, a 9,800-year-old skele¬ 
ton found in shallow water along Washington state’s Columbia River. Just 
days before Owsley was to begin studying the Kennewick skeleton, feder¬ 
al audiorities seized it and announced it would be repatriated to the 
Native American tribes who claimed it as their own. For six years Owsley 
fought a legal and politically charged batde that put everything at risk— 
jeopardizing his career and his reputation. Here is his story and the story 
of some of America’s oldest skeletons—skeletons that are forcing the 
court historians to amend their “cut and dried” theories of ancient man 
and the peopling of the Americas. #387, hardback, 304 pages, $25.95.

A Military History of the Western World t y Maj. Gen. J.C. Fuller. This clas- 
sic, never out of print, gives a detailed account of early historically important 
batdes up through WWII. The 3 volume set contains 1,828 pages of history, 
front the batde of Herman (Arminius) in the Teutoburger Forest against 
Roman domination of northern Europe to the batde of Leyte Gulf. Item

Many photos, illustrations, maps and 
drawings, fold-out floor plan, etc. The best book ever printed on the subject.

Dissecting the Holocaust: The Growing Critique of Truth and Memory. 
Daring scientist Germar Kudolt has compiled the works ot the world's foremost 
Holocaust Revisionists into one amazing reference source. The result of 10 
years of labor, this book is the final word—from a scientific perspective—on the 
Holocaust. Rudolf was banished from Germany for publishing this scholarly 
work and now lives on the run from German thought police.
